He denies all knowledge of 
the affair. 
“ Winton has been arrested here sev­ 
eral times 011 larceny charges.

The farmers will be a very busy set 
of i« ople for the next two or three 
weeks. 
The right kind of help 
ia 
hard to get, and as a consequence there 
is bound to be a grand rush ail along 
the line. 
Usually the farmer who has forgot­ 
ten to mend his canvass, ta oil his 
machine,' to give neededi repairs, is 
the tanner who gets into the greatest 
rush when the golden grain is ripen« !
